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In  the  past  month,  KPFA's  programming  for  children  and  teen-agers  has  been 
expanded,  and  now  occupies  an  hour  a  day,  from  five  o'clock  to  six,  every  day  of  the 
week.  While  turning  our  attention  to  children's  programs,  we  have  naturally  been  led 
to  a  fresh  consideration  of  the  aims  of  producing  such  programs  on  KPFA.  We  wish 
them  to  be  entertaining,  certainly.  And  clearly,  in  a  broadcasting  to  the  young,  an 
egregious  function  of  an  educational  radio  station  is  to  educate  them.  But  it  might  be 
well  to  consider  a  little  more  the  notion  of  "educational"  broadcasting  for  children. 
There  are  perhaps  three  things  that  radio  programs  can  do  with  respect  to  children's 
education. 

The  first  and  easiest  is  simply  to  give  information.  Of  course,  we  have  programs 
that  do  this.  The  second  and  hardest  is  to  encourage  "creativity"— something  that  every- 
body talks  about  and  would  like,  but  hard  all  the  same.  Creativity  is  an  area  where 
other  factors  and  influences  besides  education  play  the  major  role.  We  try  to  this 
extent:  by  securing  the  active  participation  of  children,  both  in  their  homes,  and  with 
certain  programs,  in  the  studio. 

The  third  aspect  of  educational  broadcasting  is  not  generally  considered.  It  is  the 
eduction  of  taste.  This  is  a  vital  part  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do,  and  can  be,  and 
should  be,  inherent  in  every  program  we  broadcast.  Furthermore,  it  needs  no  separate 
construction;  it  is  available  in  every  program  designed  as  simple  entertainment.  The 
essence  of  taste,  after  all,  is  simply  the  question  of  what  tastes  good  to  the  palate, 
physical  or  intellectual,  and  it  can  therefore  be  developed  only  by  enjoyment. 

It  is  not  too  much  of  a  digression  to  remark  that  this  is  precisely  the  problem  of 
entertainment  in  our  adult  programming.  Entertainment  is  often  associated  with  the 
idea  of  total  relaxation— a  vulgar  mistake.  Concentration,  as  in  listening  to  music  or 
playing  tennis,  is  obviously  not  antithetical  to  entertainment.  KPFA  intends  to  be 
entertaining,  but  we  do  not  mean  to  be  relaxing  to  any  great  degree. 

With  children's  programs,  we  try  to  develop  the  same  taste  for  entertainment  that 
we  try   to  gratify   in  adults  with   adult  programming.   Obviously   an   adult    taste   for

serious  music  and  serious  literature  does  not  spring  full-grown  from  an  adolescence  nourished 
on  the  least  demanding  products  of  popular  culture.  Essentially  what  we  are  attempting  to 
do  is  to  bring  up  future  KPFA  subscribers.  If  this  seems  presumptuous,  not  to  say  self- 
interested,  we  have  to  insist  that  we  could  hardly  operate  KPFA  if  we  did  not  believe 
thoroughly  and  wholeheartedly  in  its  ideal.  We  believe  not  only  that  there  are  people  who 
want  to  listen  to  our  programs  (this  after  all  has  been  proved),  but  also  that  it  is  a  good 
thing  that  there  are  such  people. 

It  will  occur  to  the  reader  that  it  takes  more  than  a  certain  kind  of  taste  to  become  a 
KPFA  subscriber;  it  takes  a  certain  kind  of  conscience  as  well.  But  the  inculcation  of  a  sense 
of  responsibility,  or  any  other  moral  value,  is  too  much  to  expect  of  a  radio  station,  and  we 
had  better  not  claim  it  as  one  of  our  ends.  Here,  even  more  than  in  the  vexed  matter  of 
creativity,  the  decision  belongs  to  things  much  closer  to  the  child  than  his  loud  speaker.  We 
hope  merely  that  some  program  may  contribute  slightly  to  this  end,  and  that  nothing  we 
broadcast  contributes  to  the  reverse.  In  the  present  state  of  our  popular  mass  media,  this 
negative  hope  is  not  entirely  without  force. 


NEWS  —  For  a  long  time,  KPFA  listeners  have  been  expressing  interest  in  having  a  regular 
news  program,  and  we  certainly  agree  that  news  ought  to  be  a  part  of  KPFA's  programming. 
With  this  Folio,  we  start  broadcasting  news  three  times  a  week,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and 
Friday,  at  7:20.  At  the  beginning,  the  program  should  be  considered  experimental  as  to 
format,  content,  time,  and  personnel.  It  will  be  handled  by  staff  members  for  the  time  being. 
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STUDIO  CONCERTS 

The  many  musicians  who  perform  for  KPFA's  audience  throughout  the  year  include 
famous  musicians,  and  unknown  ones,  professionals  and  amateurs,  those  who  have  played 
many  times  in  our  studios,  and  those  whom  we  are  broadcasting  for  the  first  time.  Since  there 
is  an  unusual  concentration  of  studio  concerts  in  this  Folio,  an  examination  of  them  now 
will  give  the  listener  a  good  idea  of  the  overall  balance  that  emerges  over  longer  periods. 

The  Griller  Quartet  gives  the  first  two  concerts  in  a  new  series  for  KPFA,  on  Thursday, 
Dec.  1,  and  Tuesday,  Dec.  6.  These  internationally  known  musicians  are  veteran  KPFA  per- 
formers. The  noted  pianist,  Bernhard  Abramowitsch,  continues  his  series  of  performances 
of  all  the  Beethoven  piano  sonatas,  with  the  sonatas  Op.  26,  in  A|j,  and  Op  10  #2,  in  F,  on 
Friday,  Dec.  2. 

On  Tuesday,  Nov.  29,  we  broadcast  a  concert  by  three  University  of  California  stu- 
dents, Ruth  Piette,  soprano,  Krehe  Ritter,  horn,  and  Charles  Rosenkrans  piano.  And 
on  Wednesday,  Nov.  30,  Margot  Helmuth  Blum,  contralto,  with  Rayleen  Pierce  at  the 
piano,  will  give  a  song  recital.  Pianist  Charles  Adams,  recently  returned  from  Europe  where 
he  spent  a  year  on  a  Fulbright  Fellowship  will  play  on  Monday  Dec.  5.  James  Schwabacher, 
tenor,  and  William  Corbett  Jones,  pianist,  both  of  whom  are  very  well  known  to  Bay  Area 
audiences,  will  give  a  concert  on  Wednesday,  Dec.  7.  And  Roy  Bogas,  who  began  his 
burgeoning  career  as  a  pianist  with  a  KPFA  Young  Artists  Concert  some  years  ago,  and  who 
is  now  a  frequent  KPFA  performer,  is  scheduled  for  a  concert  on  Friday,  Dec.  9. 

Except  where  otherwise  noted,  the  time  for  all  these  studio  concerts  is  8:15.
